From the Camp of the Imperialifts commanded by 
prince Eugene of Savoy, a¢ Romanengo 7 Leagues 
frem Soncino, July, 16. 


HE oth of this Month, the Connt de 

“ Vehien fent Word to Prince Eugene of 

Savoy, that he was inform’d in his March 

with 500 Horfe towards Soncino, that 

the Enemy had fent 600 Horfe towards 

that Place. Upon which Advice. the Prince refoly’d 
to march with che Army dircctiy to Soncino ; 
and fume Horte and Foot fil'd down each fide of the 
Ogiio. ro tuyport che Detachment under the Count 
de Vetion, and endeavour to atucack che Enemy’s 600 
Hoife. ihe Count de Veblen his Ma:ch, 
ani meeting the Enemy’s faid Body of Horfe near 
Soncino atti a Clock at Night, he atrack’d them 
with gicat Refolucion ; buc they fled immediately 
and by Favour of the Night efcap’d, it being fo very 
dark tu2c our Men could nor purfue them. We can- 
not certainly rell what Lefs they seceiv’d On our 
fide only 5 cr 6 Men were kill’d or wounded ; 7 of 
the Bormy were taken Prifoners. ‘In the mean ume 
Prince Eugene advanc’d with the main Body of bis 
Army to Ticengo within 2 Leagues of Soncino, and 
there pofted himfelf advantagioufly between 2 Ca- 
nals; and commanded Baron Ifelbach with fome 
Troops to take Poft before the Caftle of Soncino, 
which he did in the Night. The toch he caus’d fe- 
veral Field-Pieces to be plac’d in Battery, which at 
Night began to play : That Day we had 25 Men 
kill'd or wounded. The our fmall Cannon dif- 
mounted thofe of the Caftle, fo that the Befieged 
fir'd only from the Town: 11 Deferters came over 
to us, and reported, that the Garrifon had mutinied 
againft the Governour and would have furrendred, 
but that he had ptevail’d with them to have fo much 
regard to their Honour as to ftay till our heavy Can- 
non wascome up. That Day we had 11 Men kill'd 
or wounded. The 12th our Miners fell to work ; 
anda good Number of Horfe were fent to meet our 
heavy Artillery, and ro haften its March; bur foon 
after the Governour offer’d -o capitulate, and at Night 
yielded himfelf and Garrifon Prifoners of War, all 
other Terms being refus'd him. The 13th the Gar- 
tifon march’d our ; it was commanded by Colonel 
Penragio a Sp niard, and confifted of 606 Men, in- 
cluding 150 Defercers or Prifoners who had caken Set- 
vice under che Enemy. In the Place were found 2 
Colours, 5 fmail Pieces of Cannon, 5 or 6000 weight 
of Puwder, 5000 Sacks of Meal, feveral Hundred 
Quarters of Oats, a great Quantity of Hay, Bacon 
and other Provifions, and the Furniture of an Hofpi- 
tal with a great Number of Blankets and Quilts. 
The fame Day a Party of ours, beat one of the 
Guards of the Enemy’s Army, killing 11 Men on 
the Spot, and taking 4 others Prifonets, with 20 
Horfes: And we learnt the Duke of Vendome was 
arriv’d in their Camp. The 14th we were joyn’d by 
all ovr heavy Artillery, as alfu by about 3000 Foot 
whom we had left at Riva.in the Trentin to guard it, 
with fome Recruits and a great many Horfes for re- 
mounting our Cavalry. Thessth at Day-break-we 
broke up from Ticengo, and came and encamp’d 
here. The Egemy decamp’d likewife with Defign to 


poft themfelves on theGround we are upon ; and they 
drove our advanc’d Guard back co litrle Kirche! near 
our Head Quarters ; bu: were repuls’d wirh the Lols 
of 4 Men: Whereupon their Army excam,’d within 
2 Leagues of us. Lo Day, (the 16th) rhe 2 Ar- 
mies continue in the fame Pofts; bur we believe they 
will not do fo long ; and ‘tis talk’d our General de- 
figns to advance dire@tly to the Enemy, or to lay 
Siege to Pizzighitione where is a ftrong Cattle.

From the Army under the Grand Prior of France en- 
camp’d at Ficfco, July 16. The 13thInftant the Duke 
of Vendome arrived at Lodi. The 14th he joyn'd us 
at Ombriano. The 15th he decamp'd from thence, 
with the Grand Prior his Brothe:, ani! che whole Are 
my ; and after we had pafs'd cite Seri:, we came 
and encamp'd with our Right at Fi¢fco, and the Lefc 
at Ifano. Arthe fame time the Army under Prince 
Eugene of Savoy broke up from che Neighbourhood 
of Soncino, and pofted thi mle!ves with the Right, at 
Romanengo, and the Left at Thefanique, their Head 
Quarter being at Albara, which ts but 2 thort Leagues 
from our Army. To Day, the 16th, we are work- 
ing to enlarge and even the Ways on our Right ; 
and in all appearance we fhall move agen very foon, 
to extend our Right to the Bank of the Oglio; nor 
only to cover Cremona and Pizighitone, but ro pre- 
ferve a Communication wsth Mantua. Upon Ad- 
vicé that the Imperialifts have not yet poffefs'd them- 
felves of Uftiano on the Oglio, 600 Horfe are de- 
tach’d thither to Day, and Orders are’f{ent to Mon- 
fieur Deftouches to enter inso Garrifon there like- 
wife with 2 Battallions with which he march’d Yefter- 
day to Gazolo. The Regiment of Bell Ifle, and 3 
Battallions of 6 that we had on the Adda, joyn’d us 
to Day: And the 18th we expect the Count d’ Al- 
bergotti ; [ who the Paris Letter fa\s has with him 
250 Huffars and 10 Squadrons of Horfe, and that 
after his Arrival the Duke of Vendome will offer 
Batde to the Imperialifts, having in Order thereto 
caus'd the Ways to be clear'd, the Ditches to be 
fill’d up, and the Trees and Hedges to be cut down, 
that he may haye plain openGround co march over. ]

Paris, July 24. The 20th Inftant an Exprefs arriv’d 
at Court from the Marfhal de Villeroy, bringing his 
Majefty Advice, thatthe Enemy had forc'd our Lines 
in Brabant and oblig’d the Army of the 2 Crowns 
to retire to the other fide of Louvain and of the 
Dyle ; this News occafion’d a mighty Confternation 


at Court and in this City, the greater becaufe it was 


gece believ’d thofe Lines were impregnable : Tbe 
ing was let Blood that Day, and ’twas rumour'd it 
was to prevent the ill Effects which the Alteration 
that News made in him might occafion: But whe- 
ther that was the true Reafon of his being Jet Blood 
that Day, is not altogether certain, Be that as it 
will, his Majefty difpatch’d an Exprefs that Day to 
the Marfhal de Villars, with order to detach to the 
Netherlands 5000 Horfe and 15000 Foot with all Ex- 

pedition.
